"If people understooil how much it 
is a matter of dollars and cents, oven 
more than of sentiment, they would not 
be so careless in the matter of keeping 
their premises and streets adjoining 
them in good condition as to cleanliness. 
"It is a matter of dollars and cents 
from a sanitary stand point, as the 
sooner a city is cleaned up in the spring 
the loss danger there is of sickness, and 
sickness is the most expensive incident 
tfiat entersj into the family experse ac­ 
count. 
E'rom a purely financial stand­ 
point sanitary surroundings are 
es­ 
sential, but they cannot be secured un­ 
less the surroundings are kept clean. 
"The value of every place in a city is 
materially enhanced if the places are 
kept in a neat and well painted condi­ 
tion and 
the streets are kept well 
cleaned and the weeds mowed. 
It is al­ 
ways tho neat, well painted, -well kept 
place that sells in preference of one of 
more actual value if it is not kept in re­ 
pair. 
"It wouhl pay our citizens well to or­ 
ganize a ‘Beautiful Hraint'rd’ club and 
work up a concerted elfort to make the 
city more beautiful than ever, to see 
that streets, vacant lots, etc,, 
were 
cleaned up and that homes were beauti­ 
fied. 
"While Brainerd is far ahead of many 
other towns in this respect there is 
room for improvement still and I, for 
one, would like to see the matter taken 
up."
